Wednesday night to a Joint session 
of the house and senate. They are 
convened in special session to en. 
act a three fold $34,000,000 financ- 
ing program. 
The executive said that a tag 
levying program would he the prin­ 
cipal issues of another special aes. 
aion to be called late in October or 
November. 
Davey severely criticised the ad­ 
ministration of relief by "theorists 
and demagogues,*’ and proudly de. 
fended his reduction of $1,26(1,600 
in the appropriations of Ohio State 
university. 
Outlining his program for this 
special session, the governor pre­ 
sented these issues for considers-

A plan to finance a $20,000,000

poor relief administration; 
A plan to raise $6,000,000 to meet 
old age pension needs during the 
last months of this year;

A plan to make the state old age 
pension law conform with the new

x x x May I plead with you for full­ 
est cooperation? x x x Wheu we 
know that taxes will have to be 
levied, then in heaven’s name let 
us practice some genuine economy 
and make the burden as easy as 
we can.’’

cans in the bill of right*. The threat Is not 
direct—“liberty never dies from direct ki­ 
tsch." Rather, In a desperate effort to pro­ 
vide economic security, liberty Is being un­ 
dermined thoughtlessly. 
The United States 
Is doing moderately what Russia, Germany 
and Italy have done extremely. 
Gradual amandonment of the fundament­ 
als of liberty, moreover, will not produce 
economic security. 
Benefits of control, ob­ 
tained at the expense of freedom, will he 
temporary. 
Ultimately, people will become 
aware of a loss of liberty without compen­ 
sation In the form of an enlarged economic 
security. 
The task, therefore, is to prevent 
what ultimately would appear as a tragic 
error In social method. 
Briefly, that is Mr. Hoover's thesis. 
Ob­ 
viously, It Is open to challenge by the Roose­ 
velt administration, whose spokesmen will 
deny, as they have denied many times, that 
they love liberty less than Mr. Hoover. But 
In any eichsnge of words on that point, 
he has an advantage, because he does not 
charge the present government with delib­ 
erate Intent to destroy liberty but only 
with unthinking submission to forces which 
eventually must abrogate the bill of rights 
unless they are checked. 
Mr. 
Hoover argues 
that 
a controlled 
economy following new deal patterns can­ 
not exist harmoniously with the traditions 
of freedom which the United States has In­ 
herited from generations of ancestors who 
struggled 
successfully 
to shake off 
the 
chains of autocratic government. 
Freedom 
and regimentation are alternative, as he 
sees them. They cannot exist together. 
The opposing contention is that they can 
and must be made to exist together. Politi­ 
cal liberty is empty, the arguments run, 
without economic liberty. 
The latter must 
be secured for the sake of the former. It 
has been In the name of economic liberty, 
of course, that European dictatorships were 
tolerated. 
In Europe, however, the tradi­ 
tion of freedom Is not the substantial thing 
It is In the United State*. 
Mr. Hoover ha* described the terms of a 
choice. He has given expression on many 
occasions to a conflict which exists in the 
minds of many of his countrymen—a con­ 
flict which is deeper than partisanship but 
which, lf It continues to develop in inten­ 
sity, may provide the Republican party a 
now basla of opposition to the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration. 


W ithout A Country 
- Persecution of Germany'* Jewish minor­ 
ity by th© Nazi party ha* been brought to 
a horrible climax by revocation of Jewish 
citlxenshlp. 
No greater legal Insult could 
have been given to Jews by Germany's zea­ 
lots of racial purity. 
The decree makes German Jew* revert to 
% condition of the middle ages when citl 
•enshlp frequently was the prerogative of 
flanses. 
The citizen purchased protection 
fcf his liberties with taxes and military 
•entice. 
In 
modern 
Germany, 
however, 
there la not even a pretense of red proc# 
lion 
The Jews must serve the state, but 
jrlll get no protection in payment. 
He la a 
tubject of a government which is dedicated 
in his extermination. 


Revocation of citizenship In the case of 
persons naturalized In a foreign country la 
to t an uncommon practice. Germany, how­ 
ever, by depriving Jews of the rights of clti- 
tenshlp. la forbidding them to have a coun­ 
try, since the vast majority of German Jews 
were born In Germany. The decree exceeds 
•ven the arbitrary rules over citizenship 
which were common in medieval times. 
. A movement to guarantee protection to 
racial minorities, most Important of which 
Is the Jewish minority, gathered force after 
the World war. In the settlement of the 
war, statesmen showed an humanitarian in­ 
terest in the unhappy race which variously 
baa been Europe’s greatest problem and Its 
greatest blessing. It seemed for a time that 
material progress would be made. 
Hopes were shattered, however, as old 
hatreds reasserted themselves. 
Still, until 
recently, few foresaw the extreme of disillu­ 
sionment to which Nationalism Socialism 
end its creed of racial purity would bring 
central Europe. Desire to be sympathetic 
with Germany in its struggle for national 
reconstruction is discouraged by this latest 
manifestation of reversion to a period in 
history when the individual had no rights 
which couldn't be removed by the decree of 
lallible men exercising the authority of th* 
ftate.

TRENTON. Sept. 19. — Twelve 
months behind bars, seven of them 
with 
a 
death 
sentence 
hanging 
over his head, have done little to 
solve 
the riddle that is 
Rruno 
Richard 
Hauptmann. 
He 
was 
arrested Sept. 19. 1934. 
His year of legsl strife ha* left 
him outwardly unchanged, save for 
the minor changes attendant on 
Imprisonment. 
His hair is closely 
shorn today and his face has the 
pallor of the death house. But as 
he awaits the decision of the court 
of error* and appeals, expected 
soon, he is calm and stoical as he 
was during his long trial at Flem­ 
ington. 
Hauptmann's confidence in his 
destiny may have been shaken that 
night of Feb. 13 when he heard a 
Jury of eight men and four women 
utter their conviction of his guilt 
in the Lindbergh kidnap-slaying. 
and heard himself sentenced to 
death. 
But he quickly recovered. 
Called Ideal Prisoner 
His jailers say he is an ideal pris­ 
oner. 
He asks no favors and he 
expects none. 
One prison official 
thinks his behavior may be traced 
to his war-time training In the Ger­ 
man army. 
He talks quitely to his guards 
and to Col. Mark O. Kimberling, 
the warden. 
He has professed his 
innocence many times. 
Physically he is probably as fit 
as he was that Septem ber day a 
year ago when he was halted and 
handcuffed on a Bronx street. His 
strong will is accountable for that.

BV T O M T. J O N E S 


Frank Potts of West Third street 
is the possessor of centennial an ­ 
niversary edition of the old Pitts­ 
burgh 
Gazette-Times, 
issued 
in 
1886, which tells of shipping facili­ 
ties on the Ohio river during the 
early part of the 19th century. 
A boat, known a& the "Monon­ 
gahela 
Farm er" 
was 
built by a 
group 
of 
farm ers of near Eliza­ 
beth, Pa , for the transportation of 
their products down the river to 
industrial centers. This boat, ac­ 
cording to the newspaper story, 
was one of 25<i tons capacity and 
was constructed from designs made 
by John Scott, a shipbuilder, of 
Philadelphia. He superintended the 
construction of the boat, started In 
1800 and completed the next year 
when it made a voyage down the 
Ohio 
ri\e r 
to 
Mississippi 
and 
thence to New Orleans. 
The "Monongahela Farm er" was 
in 
charge 
of 
John Walker, who 
lived In the hamlet of Eliiabeth 
for 70 years. He was one of a fami­ 
ly of six children which his father 
had brought to western Pennsyl­ 
vania lrom Wilmington, I>el.. a r ­ 
riving in the fall of 1785. On this 
Journey the Walkers met the wag­ 
on 
carrying 
the initial printing 
equipment for the Pittsburgh Gh- 
xette-Tlmrs. They caught up with 
the wagon train at Chambersburg, 
Pa . 
and 
traveled to Pittsburgh 
with It. The first edition 
of 
the 
Gazette-Times was issued in 1786. 
On the initial trip down the riv­ 
er the “ Monongahela Farm er" car­ 
ried 721 barrels of flour, a large 
quantity of western Pennsylvania 
whiskey, 4.000 deer skins and 2.000 
bear skins. W alker's instructions 
were to go to New Orleans, note 
the conditions of the m arket there 
and. lf favorable, sell his cargo and 
th- 
schooner 
as 
well. The trip 
must have been a profitable one 
for in 1803 another schooner call­ 
ed the "Anne Jan e” was built for 
the same purposes. This ship was 
also taken to New Orleans, but 
the m arket for the cargo was not 
good and W alker proceeded to the 
West Indios where the m erchan­ 
dise was sold 
He then returned 
to Elizabeth via Philadelphia.
